NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 27th January, 1981 

G.8JI 33(E).—Id exercise of the powers conferred by section 44 of the 
Air Corporations Act, 1953 (27 of 1953), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Air Corporation Rules* 1954. 
namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Air Corporations (Amendment) Rules, 
1981* 

(2) They shall come into force on the late of their publication in 
the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Air Corporations Rules, 1954, in rule 51,— 

for clause (aa) of sub-rule (2), the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“(aa) A member of the Committee may resign from the Committee by 
giving a notice in writing to the Chairman of the Committee. The 
Chairman may accept the resignation within thirty days, in which 
case, the resignation shall be effective from the date mentioned in 
the letter of resignation or from the date of acceptance of the 
resignation by the Chairman of the Committee, whichever is later. 
The resignation shall be deemed to have been accepted from the 
date mentioned in the letter of resignation if the Chairman of the 
Committee does not accept the resignation within the said period of 
thirty days."
